"Local goverment must be 
allowed to develop new tax 
sources to end its almost 
complete dependency on the 
property tax base,” State 
Senator Thomas M. Rees, D- 
Los Angeles County, said re¬ 
cently. 

'Ihe Senator noted that lo¬ 
cal property taxes are con¬ 
tinuing to climb, causing an 
increased burden, particular¬ 
ly on the homeowner. 

“During the current legis¬ 
lative session I have devoted 
my efforts in the area of 
taxation to reforms which 
would broaden the base for 
local taxation,” he said. 

“I have proposed legisla¬ 
tion which will allow 
Property Tax Reduction 
Funds to be established in 
each county if the board of 
supervisors desires. Into this 
fund would go tax revenue 
from new sources which 
would be used to reduce the 
need for property taxes. 

“Many people do not real¬ 
ize that school districts can 
only go to the local prop¬ 
erty owners to levy taxes 
for school support. This in¬ 
cludes kindergarten through 
junior college. Likewise, the 
major source of tax revenue 
for cities, counties and spe¬ 
cial districts, such as water 
or flood control districts, is 
the property owner. 

“My own tax rate as a 
resident of Los Angeles City 
is $9.18 per $100 of assessed 
value. Just like me and my 
family, all other property 
owners are facing ever high¬ 
er tax rates in the years 
ahead. 

“If the trend upward con¬ 
tinues, it will mean that an 
increasing number of fami¬ 
lies will be unable to afford 
their own home in the area 
of their choice. 


eral new tax sources be 
made available to boards of 
supervisors on an optional 
basis. These tax sources 
could be used only if the 
revenue were committed to 
the Property Tax Reduction 
Fund. 

“New taxes I have in mind 
include: 

“1. A 2 per cent tax on 
gas, electricity, telephone 
and telegraph sales, which 
if utilized by all 58 coun¬ 
ties, would raise $83 mil¬ 
lion. 

“2. A property transfer tax 
which, if utilized by all 
counties, would raise $80 
million. 

"3. A use tax on hotel and 
motel rooms which, if util¬ 
ized by all counties, would 
raise $12 million. 

“There has been much 
talk about tax reform dur¬ 
ing this session of the Legis- 
laure. I hope all the talk 
will result in some signifi¬ 
cant action. 

“The most needed reforms 
are in the area of local 
property taxation for the 
support of local govern¬ 
ment." 


“The only solution is to 
give our local governments 
new tax sources to be used 
on a county-wide basis to 
lower property tax rates. If 
the boards of supervisors are 
given the option of trigger¬ 
ing the .use of these new 
sources of tax revenue, then 
there will be a built-in safe¬ 
ty valve on spiraling prop¬ 
erty tax rates.

Some 1,200 claims, 
postmarked after May 3, 
have been disallowed be¬ 
cause of failure to file by 
the constitutional deadline 
of the first Monday in May. 

The drop-off in veterans 
claiming the exemptions 
continues the downward 
trend which began in 1963 
when the veteran was re¬ 
quired to fill out a form 
listing his assets in detail. 
Claimants have dropped al¬ 
most one-half from the 1962 
total of 495,835. 

Final figures of the num¬ 
ber of veterans whose claims 
were allowed cannot be tab- 
ulated .until after the com¬ 
pletion of the 1965 assess¬ 
ment roll in July, Watson’s 
office said.

The John Birch Society still is campaigning for the 
impeachment of Chief Justice Earl Warren. But the other 
day, in San Francisco’s Union Square, a political science 
professor from Stanford University harangued anyone who 
would listen with an appeal to impeach President Lyndon 
Johnson. 

All of a sudden, the extreme left has become a 
threat again. 

For a number of years, our national public posture 
with respect to Communism has been one of accommoda¬ 
tion and co-existence. It has been fashionable to ignore, or 
tolerate, or downgrade as unimportant and impotent, the 
activities of the pro-Communist left. Anti-Communism 
has been "out.” —proscribed as simplistic and gauche by 
the Establishment. 

Magazines and other media have zeroed in on the 
extreme right. The Minute Men have been exposed. The 
Birch Society has been exposed. Dr. Schwartz’s Anti-Com¬ 
munism Crusade has been exposed. Little old ladies in 
tennis shoes have been exposed. 

Every major publication has run at least one feature 
article scaring the pants off its readers over the threat 
of ultra-conservatism to the Republic. Something called 
Group Research Inc., backed by respectable people, runs 
a black list operation on persons associated in even a re¬ 
mote way with right wing organizations, similar to the 
old Red Channels operation during the Thirties, which 
tagged all liberals as Communists. 

But the tide has turned. The Saturday Evening Post 
has run a major feature article entitled "The Explosive 
Revival of the Far Left.” Next week, and the week after 
and the week after that, no doubt, Look, Newsweek and 
Time will follow suit. 

There is nothing very new in the Post’s exposure, 
actually. The far left has a largo following among college 
students. Many student leaders are second generation Com¬ 
munists. The Communist Party itself is considered rather 
fuddy-duddy by the more radical radicals. 

The far left s goal is what it always has been: socialism 
and Communism for the United States.
